Citizens of Medicine Bow, Wyo., near which place Fred Brown, 


Omaha chain man, was wounded and captured Saturday morning, have 
recognized the bandit as Ernest Bush, who was convicted of Border in 
Deuel county but was pardoned by Governor Mickey after serving a few 
years. 
According to a tnessacje from State Sheriff Hy*ers who is at 


Rawlings. Wyo., where the wounded man. is in a hospital, Brown refuses 
to answer questions fJut to h'im as to the Bush-,identity. 


In response to a telegram sent by The Lincoln Star requesting in- 


formation on the Bush identity, State Sheriff Hyers wired as follows: 


"Brown refuses to answer. Ten citizens of Medicine Bow know him 


as Ernest Bush who stole a bunch of horses there about nine years ago.' 


Warden W. T. Fenton, who returned to Lincoln Saturday afternoon 


after a week of trailing in the wild country of eastern Wyoming, is 
now more than ever convinced that Brown and Bush are one and the 
same. The warden said he stood ready, to back up Ins oelief to the ex- 
lent of a $500 wager. 


"It really doesn't matter where they take him," said Warden Fen- 


ton in commenting on the request of Omaha officers that Brown be 
returned to the metropolis- 


Warden Fenton added that much of he credit for Brown's capture 


was due Sheriff A. S. Sa'unders of Medicine Bow, Sheriff George Car- 
roll, of Cheyenne and Special Ag-:nt McClement. the three officers who 
succeeded in winging the desperado.

Pain The \Big Item. 


The majority of persons pay ^at- 


tention to only one symptom—pain 
This is sometimes the least reliable 
of all from the doctor's point of 
viey. 
Mkinv people come into the1 


ofnce, announce that they have a. 
pain in the chest or the stomach or 
the head, and expect the doctor to 
hand out some pills at once. Some 
even resent detailed questions. Asked 
whether they like 'meat as well as 
they used to—a very important point 
in diagnosing, for example, cancer 
of the stomach—thev are astonished, 
and often cannot answer at all. 


Dr. Orr. in emphasizing the same 


points, added that the reliability of 
a man's account of himself varied 
not only with his type of mind but 
•w itu the 
disease from •which he 


suffers. Patients in certain kinds of 
heart "disease alw.ivs think 
they 


going to die, even -when they are not 
seriously ill. A sensation of great 
fear and depression is a part of their 
troubln. 
OnJ the other hand, the 


optimism of the consumptive is a 
well-known fact. • 
. Dr. Mayhew, in bringing out thesa 
same poinis, added a striking- illu- 
stration of them.
